Washington, Dec. 7. — The nation's 


military and naval expenses during 
the next fiscal year, not 
including 


fixed expenses, would amount to $25G,- 
421,957 compared 
with 
1251,284,167 


during the current year under plans of 
the administration embodied in esti- 
mates submitted to congress-today. 


This amount provides for the regu- 


lar artny, the military academy, the 
militias so far as its cost to the fed- 
eral government is /concerned, fortifi- 
cations, arsenals, military posts and 
the naval establishment, including the 
proposed naval building program and 
tile increase in the navy 
heretofore 


authorized. 


The tentative administration naval 


building program for the next fiscal 
year as indicated in the estimates is 
tor two battleships, six torpedo boat 
destroyers, 
"eight 
or 
more sub- 


marines,'' one oiler and one gunboat, 
one of the submarines to1 be of the 
seagoing type and seven or more' to be 
of thV coast defense type. The hulls 
and outfits of those vessels alone would 
cott during the coming year almost 
ten million dollars and their arms and 
armament, $9,425,000. 


Democratic Leader Underwood, some 


of the members of the naval commit- 
tees and others in congress, having in 
mind the European war's lesson, favor 
an increase in submarines rather than 
in the type of naval craft. This senti- 
ment is etfpeted to be inojcted into de- 
bates during the present session. 
Tentative estimates for the naval pro- 
gram is all "on the assumption that 
new vessels to be authorized at this 
S3ssion will be built by contract." The 
final program will be outlined by Sec- 
retary Daniels just before the naval 
bill is reported to the house. 


Submarine niines, an iinportatnt fac- 


tor in the European conflict, are pro- 
vided. For purchase of mines and 
necessary appliances to operate them 
"for closing the channels leading to 
our principal seaports and for con- 
tinuing torpedo experiments," an np- 
uroportion of |191,350 is asked. There 
is also proposed $68,000 for mainte- 
nance of submarine mine material and 
for torpedo depot administration in 
continental United States.

London, Dec. 7.—A comparison of 


the reports from Berlin and Petro- 
grad leads to the conclusion that the 
Germans again occupy Lodz, 
from 


which city they were driven oh their 
first retreat from Warsaw. 
Berlin 


makes positive announcement that 
Lodz is in their hands, while Petro- 
grand admits that the situation there 
is desperate. 


If the fall of the city is a fact, it 


indicates that communication 
with 


Warsaw again is seriously menaced, 
but a semi official statement from 
Petrograd declares that the Russians 
are strong enough to hold the in- 
vaders in northern Poland .and will 
content, themselves with doing this 
while devoting their main energies 
to the reduction of Cracow and the 
invasion of Hungary. . 


Hungary, 
according to 
reports 


from the Russian capital, is the weak 


military protection for Hungary, lack 
of which would cause the loss of the 
Kingdom. 


The latest French offlci&l commu- 


nication declares there is nothing to 
report on the western front and with 
the exception of a special dispatch 
to the effect that Ostend is burning, 
nothing has been received in London 
to dispute the accuracy of this

conic statement. 


The latest reports from Montene- 


gro and Servia indicate that these

Newark. 


He woikod pf tils* trade for many 


in no other^part of the country. Mr. 
Nutter learned where the herbs were 
to be found and was taught to pre- 
pare the medicine which he depend- 
ed upon as an elixir of life. 
He 


often declared that his long life and 
good health was due alone to 
his 


good habits and the use of this med- 
icine. 


Probably no man in Newark has 


been more interested in the devel- 
opment of the city than Mr. Nutter. 
He has watched the 
little 
hamlet 


develop into a thrhing city and he 
lias played no small part in the de- 
velopment. 


He possessed an unlimited fund of 


interesting anecdotes of early 
days 


in Newark and was fond of relating 
theni to his many friends. He has 
told of his part in planting the row 
of elm trees on the West Side of the 
public square .after that tract had 
been rescued from the swamp which 
formerly occupied the site.

eleven he has only kept up the quali- 
ty of his work here. In the four foot- 
ball seasons that he lias ueen here he 
has never-had a team defeated by 
more than two Ohio teams in one sea- 
son, and in the last two seasons, only 
one defeat each season \vas suffered. 


"In basket ball he has turned out 


two teams that have held the state 
championship for 
two 
consecutive 


years. Considering the small number 
of students that he has to draw from, 
the greatest possible credit must be 
given to him as the greatest coach in 
Ohio today. In proportion to the num- 
ber of men handled Coach Livingston 
lias developed a greater number, pro- 
portionately, of men of the first rank 
of athletes, than any other coach In 
the state in the same length of time. 
It Is time that we realize that we have 
not only the greatest team itt Ohio but. 
the greatest coach. And until he is 
established here another year, we may 
all live in fear lest some bigger college 
take him away."

seacoast cannon, purchase of ammuni- 
tion, aubcalibrc guns, alternating of 
three-inch batteries to rapid fire field 
batteries are asked. For purchase of 
searchlights for defense of the more 
important harbors 
$150.000 is asked, 


an increase of $50,000; preparation of 
fortification plans doubled to $10,000; 
and maintenance of the mobile artil- 
lery $55,000. 


For fortifications in the insular pos- 


sessions $446,000 is asked, an increase 
of $S»0,000.
